It ig @ strange country where the press is blind 
and the eyes of justice are open. I am profoundly 
grateul. 

Tie decision says: 

‘The court is called upon to state the facts 
ard decide whether the language of the 
pompt book, as spoken on the stage, was a 
yublic nuisance, per se, because offensive to 
public decency. There is nothing in the 
words themselves, or in any particular phrase 
or expression, which can be said to be in- 
decent, and the court is compelled to resort 
to the theme and motive of the play to find 
the indecency complained of. 

“ The theme is nota pleasant one. In fact, 
the play has to.do with a courtesan’s excuses 
for her calling. These excuses are made?tv a 
courtesan mother to her daughter, apparent- 
ly born out of wedlock, a young woman 
brought up in ignorance of her mother’s man- 
ner of life, and away ffom its enviranment, a 
highly educated and strong minded person. 
who begins to suspect, from the character of 
her mother’s associates and hints thrown out 
by them, that there is a shady side to her 
mother’s life. She ferces a confession from 
the older woman,, who defends her choice of a 
calling with stereotyped railings against so- 
cial conditions, which she alleges force a 
woman to choose the courtesan’s way. 


Play Unpleasant and Poor. 

“ This attack on existing social conditions, 
particularly those which relate to the com- 
mercial employment of women, seems to be 
the motive which has led the playwright to 
present this unpleasant play picture for pub- 
lic consideration. That his main idea was 
not a discussion of the social evil, so called, 
seems to be demonstrated. The dramatist 
has ‘in this play used old and hackneyed ma- 
terials, the common tools of scores of other 
playwrights, but he has used them more 
boldly—so boldly, in fact, that their tendency 
is to surprise and shock his audience. It 
must be safd for him that he has in this play 
made vice less attractive than many other 
dramatists. 

“The suggestion that the clergyman in the 
play is the father of Mrs. Warren's daugh- 
ter, with the situation which makes that 
clergyman’s acknowledged son a suitor for 
the daughter’s hand, is another of the 
dramatist’s shéck producers, and there are 
other repellant things: both in the play and 
in its characters—in fact, there is so little 
that is attractive in the drama that it is 
safe to predict, without the preliminary sen- 
sational advertisement of this proposed pro- 
duction, its life on the boards would be 
short. 

No Immoral Lesson Taught. 

“Is the suggestion of the play in its essence 
moral or immoral? Is a single idea or pur- 
pose the inculeation of a moral or immoral 
lesson? In no scene of the play is Mrs, War- 
ren’s profession presented as a stage picture. 
It is merely referred to, and that in a most 
indirect way. 

“ While the court may hold a decided opin- 
ion regarding the fitness of this play as a 
stage production, when it comes to consider 
the question of the criminality of the acts 
of these defendants In publicly producing it, it 
must make application of the principle law 
laid down by the Court of Appeals as a test 
of criminality. In the making of such an ap- 
plication in the case at bar, it appears that 
instead of exciting impure imagination in the 
mind of the spectator, that which is really 
excited is disgust; that the unlovely, repel- 
lent, and disgusting in the play are merely 
accessories to the main purpose of the drama, 
which is an attack on certain social condi- 
tiens relating to the employment of women, 
which, the dramatist believes, as do many 
others with him, should be reformed. Tried 
by this rule, the play does not come within 
tre inhibition of the statute, and the defend- 


aits are acquitted.” 4 


Play’s Short History on This Side. 

“Mrs. Warren's Profession ’’ was the sen- 
sation of the last theatrical season. Arnold 
Paly, actor-manager, the man who really 
Ifted the bushel under which George Bernard 
Shaw's light as a dramatist had been hid- 
fen, brought it over. Everything that could 
xe known about it had been told a thousand 
times before play or players ever reached this 
country. It had been produced in London, 
and promptly suppressed. That was a fine 
working foundation for the Shaw-Daly press 
agents on this side, and they worked it to the 


last extreme. 
The storm began before the play arrived

Publisher Announces He’s Not 


Presidential Candidate. 


CUT BAILEY OUT, THAT’S ALL. 


Doesn’t Want Senator in Race; Put 
Stevenson In, He Urges. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 6.—[Special.]— 
Scratch the name of William Randolph 
Hearst off the list of democratic presidential! 
possibilities for 1908. He will not be a can- 
didate. Furthermore, Bryan is his choice, 
with Adlai Stevenson as the Nebraskan’'s 
rurming mate. 

Mr. Hearst set al! doubts at rest himseifin 
an interview which he gave a reporter here 
today. He was asked for a statement of 
his views on the national political outlook in 
general and the probable democratic nominee 
in particular. 

‘*T would like to state positively,’’ said Mr. 
Hearst, ‘‘ that I am not a candidate for the 
democratic presidential] nomination in 1908. 

“Mr. Bryan said the other day in London 
that there were others besides himself who 
had claims on the nomination through serv- 
ices rendered the democracy, and mentioned 
pleasantly Mr. Folk, Mr. Bailey, and myselt. 


Won’t Be a Rival of Bryan. 

“ While appreciating Mr. Bryan's compli- 
ment, I must decline to be considered a can- 
didate. Let the list stand, if Mr. Bryan 
pleases, Bryan, of Folk, or Bailey. For my 
part, I would substitute Stevenson for Bailey. 

“Mr. Bryan’s services to dermocracy are 
too well recognized to be rehearsed. He has 
led the party conepicuously in two presiden- 
tial campaigns and in one senatorial cam- 
paign. In the nationa! campaigns he has 
made the issues himself and expounded them 
with brilliancy unequaled, unapproached. 

“Mr. Folk’s services to democracy are no- 
table and real. In fact, his services have 
been rendered to all citizens, irrespective of 
party, for his career as an honest and effi- 
cient public servant is an example to repub- 
licans and democrats alike. 

As for Bailey—Well, Never Mind. 

‘as for Mr. Bailey—well, Balley’s serv- 
fees have been rendered to that corporation 
end of democracy that I do not consider 
democracy, and whose control of thé ma- 
chinery of the democratic, as well as of the 
republiean party, has led me to seek my 
ideals of the democracy of Jefferson and the 
republicanism of Lincoln in the Independence 
league. 

“I repeat, definitely and positively, that 
I'am not a candidate. 

“I think I am doing work that is of value 
to my fellow citizens, and lam content. 

“TI do not say that I will not run for any 
office, for I am willing to run, as I did last

;

I 
am willing to join any independent move- 
ment the object of which is to free parties 
from boss rule and corporation contro] and 
to give the people a free voice in the manage- 
ment of their own affairs. 

“Tam eager to see the line drawn, irrespec- 
tive of party, between those who believe in 
special privileges and those who believe. in 
popular rights, between the producing classes 
and the plundering corporations, and wher- 
ever that line is drawn I will gladly fight in 
the lead or in the ranks, as required.” 


Bryan the Lion in London. 

LONDON, July 6.—Willlam J. Bryan today 
lunched with Maj. John H. Beacom, the 
United States military attaché, to meet Sec- 
retary of War Haldane. No other guests 
were present. 

Mr. Bryan has decided not to leave London 
on Monday, as he had intended, but will re- 
main till Thursday, principally to hear Mr, 
Haldane, at the latter’s invitation, deliver 
a speech on army retrenchment In the house 
of commons, after which Mr. Bryan will 
start on his tour of the Rhine, Switzerland, 
and Italy. 

Mr. Bryan has also accepted habitations for 
next week from Winston Spencer Churchill 
and others in public life, when he will meet 
many prominent persons. 


MOTHER AND 6 CHILDREN DIE 
IN THEIR BURNING HOME. 


Lafayette, Ind., House Destroyed While 
the Family Sleeps—Only the Father 
Makes His Escape. 


Lafayette, Ind, July 6.—Mrs. Solomon Gob- 
bau and her six children were burned to death 
tonight in a fire that destroyed their home 
here. Solomon Gobbau, the husband and 
father, wae badly burned, but will recover. 
The entire family was asleep when the fire 


started. 
Four of the children were cremated out- 


right and the others were suffocated, their 
bodies showing burns and bad’ scaids.

‘IN JAIL: RUNS FOR GOVERNOR 


W. D. Haywood Nominated by 
Colorado Socialists. 


WAITS: TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


Debs Party Glorifies Dynamite Plotter 
as Victim of *‘Capital.’’ 


Denver, Colo., July 6.—[Special.]—Willam 
D. Haywood, now in prison at Caldwell, 
Idaho, charged with being one of the as- 
sassins of ex-Gov. Frank Steunenberg, is the 
socialist candidate for governor of Colorado, 

Haywood was nominated at a secret con 
vention heldin thie city on July 4, but the fact 
only became known tonight. 

John M. Martin, in nominating Haywood, 
declared: 

“If they refuse to release him we may 
feel impelled to march to Idaho and take our 
chief executive by force, if neceseary, out 
of the teeth of the dogs of capitalism and 
carry him in triumph to our statehouse.” 


Accused of Murder Plot. 


Haywood Is secretary and treasurer of the 
Western Federation of Miners. With other 
federation officials he is implicated in the 
assassination of Frank Steupenberg, who as 
governor of Idaho punished the Cour 
d’Aléne federationists guilty of murder. He 
is in jail awaiting trial. 

In nominating Haywood, John H. Martin 
of Denver said: 

‘TI do not rise to namea well groomed busi- 
ness man or a professional politician, seeking 
graft. Nor do I namea labor leader who is 
dined and winedat civic federation banquets. 

‘But I rise to name a man who, in execu- 
tive ability, ie the peer of the best, and whose 
personal integrity is without stain; a mao 
who has never been praised by the capitalist 
press as ‘the greatest labor leader’ in the 
world, but who, aga labor leader, has never 
betrayed his trust nor sold out a strike, 


Call Him Capital’s Victim, 

“ He is a man who, because of his loyalty to 
the working claas, has been struck down by a 
brutal soldiery on the streets of our city, and 
who for that same loyalty was kidnaped by 
the command of the powers of capitalism, 
and, contrary to all legal forms and observ- 
ances, was carried to a distant state and 
thrown into a felon’s cell, where.for months 
he and his faithful comrades have waited, 
demanding in vain the speedy trial guaran- 
teed to every citizen by our constitution and 
laws, William D. Haywood, the prisoner in 
Caldwell jail.”

‘This refers to the deeper questions of the 
Telative value of meats as food and question 
of wholesomeness. 

The committee, in addition to inspecting 
the plants and products, examined the books, 
records, and formule, conferred and corre- 
sponded with interested persons, and ques- 
tioned others. | 

“Parts of most of the plants are up to 
date,”” the report says, “yet in each are 
sectione indifferently good and in most of 
them some that the committee cannot ap- 
prove. Extensive improvements are every- 
where under way. In some instances old 
plants are being completely rebuilt. Much 
of the adverse criticism has had its origin in 
conditions at old buildings. Yet when it 
comes to analyze this criticism the commit- 
tee finds that part of it is based upon princi- 
ples that are known and-part of it upon an 
esthetic sense and popular demand that food 
products shall be produced in places con- 
forming to certain vague ideals.’ 


Line on Impure Meat Drawn. 

The committee goes into the subject of 
what is wholesome in meat to considerable 
length, saying in part: 

“If remnants of food and miscellaneous 

‘matter adhering to meat are cooked ata 
proper temperature, we know of no facts 
proving it unwholesome, but the line must be 

drawn somewhere. There are cértain dis- 
eases of food animals which are not trans- 
missible to human beings or in which the 
causative micro-organisms are certainly 
killed by a temperature lower than that to 
which the product has been subjected before 
eating. . 

“What is known Indicates that neither 
infection nor poisoning can result from the 
use of the product. Only a limited number 
of micro-organisms are disease producers, 
while a great majority of them are not only 
harmless, but many of them actually neces- 
gary for the preservation of life and are 
essential factors in the preparation of food 
materials.” 


Expert Discredits Tubercle Theory. 

The committee present a letter from Prof. 
Wiliam H. Welch of the medical depart- 
ment of Johns Hopkins untversity, in which 
he says, among other things: — 

“There is no positive evidence in my judg- 
ment that either tuberculosis or actinomyco- 
sis has ever» been conveyed to human be- 
ings through eating the meat of animals 
affected by either of these diseases. The 
possibility can be admitted only for the use 
of uncooked or imperfectly cooked meat of 
animals with generalized tuberculosis or for 
the accidental contamination of such meat 
with tubercle bacilli. 

“In view of the absence of any possible 
danger to health arising from the use of 
the meat of cattle affected with only local- 
ized tuberculosis or actinomycosis of slight 
or moderate extent, it would, in my opfnion, 
be extravagant and indeed absurd to con- 
demn and destroy the carcasses of such 
animals provided the animals are well nour- 
ished and otherwise in good condition.”’ 

The United States regulations and German 
regulations were compared by the commit- 
tee, which found that in diseases of swine 
the post-mortem regulations are more severe 
in this country than in Germany. Lumpy 
jaw regulations are more severe here than 
in Germany. 

It was agreed that the federal laws with 
reference to the condemnation of tuberou- 
losis cattle are sufficiently strict. 

The committee was of the opinion that 
the rules for the condemnation of carcasses 
of pigs, calves, and lambs under four weeks 
of age are unnecessarily strict. 


Examination Found Fairly Rigid. 

Under the subject of live stock inspection 
the committee finds that “‘ animals remain in 
the yards from four to thirty-six hours, but 
mo evidence exists of anything in the yards 
that would injure the animals for food.” 

The examination of cattle the committee 
found to be fairly rigid and the inspection of 
hogs reasonably efficient. In sheep the in- 
gpection was less thorough, but comment is 
made on the fact that sheep commonly are 
not subject to diseases transmissible to hu- 
man beings. 

“The committee believes,” says the -re- 
port, “‘ that the ante-mortem examination is 
ef far less importance than the inspection of 
dressed carcasses, and that if either men or 
funds could be released in part from this in- 
spection and expended for additional post- 
mortem work increased efficiency might re- 
suit,” - 

Regarding the “cripples” the committee 
observes that “the probability.is that the 
Sreat bulk of this meat is just as wholesome 
&s any. The fact that a hogis too fat or that 
its coat is rough or that a steeris nota‘ good 
looker ” does not argue against the quality 
of the meat.’’ 

The committee suggests that this class be 
closely inspected, the good admitted and the 
bad wholly excluded. A hospital for fa- 

* tigued or temporarily ill stock is recommend- 
ed. Lumpy jaws, it?s said, should be handled 
like the tubercular cows. 

No evidence was found, after a diligent 
gearch, of any surreptitious killing at night. 


See Faults in Hog Inspection. 


Hog inspection service was declared faulty 
in that the animals alleged to be sound are 
not stamped, only the suspicious ones. This 
tends to defeat the object of the inspection 
service. - 

“Downers '"—animals that have ‘died en 
‘route—are declared ‘‘as wholesome as any 
Other food animals’’ if death was due to 
fatigue, overfat, or smothering. Even though 
the meat is too red to be sgjable, it still is 
wholesome for lard.”’ The committee sug- 
gests a special inspection of these animals 
to guard against acute infection. 

Practically no unborn calves go into trade 
channels. according to the committee, ‘‘judg- 
Ing from the procedure of the government of- 
ficials, the way the calves are handled, the 
small armount and inferior quality 
usable meat, and the ruinous effect which 
exposure would entail upon the business of 
the company making improper use of these 
carcasses.”’ 


Bosses’! Violate Health Rules. 


Tuberculosis and skin diseases among the 
employés were given special attention. 
Brand new signs forbidding spitting were 
found everywhere and the committee was 
assured that employés were being dis- 
charged for violating that rule. 

* During our stay in the yards,” the com- 
mittee remarks, ‘thé principal yiolators 
observed were those in authority. 

**No people were found who appeared ‘to 
tbe tubercular, though there are undoubt- 
ediy many cases thire, since the Twenty- 
ninth ward, in which the yards are located, 
le seyenth among the city wards in the 
Geath rate from,that disease.

- “The use: of spoiled meat unfit for food

In most of them we found signs posted 
requesting the operatives to wash their hands 
before returning to work. We would advise 
some supervision on this point. | 

“The floors on the killing rooms should 
always be of hard material, brick, or ce- 
ment,”’ it is advised, “‘ properly graded and 
drained.’ 

The curing and trimming rooms were 
censured for their “ low cellings and imper- 
fect ventilation.’’ In practically all of them 
artificial light was found necessary. 


Men’s Uniforms Need Cleaning. 

**In no establishment could there be found 
any uniform rule in regard to clothing worn 
while at work. Men wear any sort of apron 
they see fit—or none at all. Often theaprons 
are of cloth, sald to be cleaned daily, but not 
so in appearance. Comparisons were made 
with the filter cloths used in refining the fats. 
These were done beautifully, though the 
process must be difficult. 

“Only one house was found with facilities 
for preventing meat from falling to the floor 
while being dumped Into the rendering tanks. 
The usual practice, it was said, was to dump 
the truck on the floor and shovel up the 
pieces that fell outside. Im one case the 
operative was seen to scrape the pieces to- 
gether with his foot. 

“In no place were any fly screens apparent 
or any effort made to protect meat: from 
flies.’’

DEEP MYSTERY IN THREATS 
TO KILL FORMER ALDERMAN. 


George H. Johnson’s Stenographer Is 
Attacked by Stranger with Revolver, 
Who Insists on Seeing Employer. 


George H. Johnson, former alderman of 
the Seventeenth ward and a personal friend 
of Senator F. C. Farnum, is the central figure 
in a mystery which the police of the Harrison 
street, station tried in vain last night to solve. 
Johnson's stenographer, Miss Clara Tuttle, 
1011 West Sixty-third street, and a strange 
man, who threatened both their lives, are 
involved in the case. 

Miss Tuttle was struck on the head with a 
revolver by the unknown man at her desk 
yesterday in the office of the American Mat- 
tress and Cushion company, 1800 Michigan 
avenue. The man first called when Miss 
Tuttle opened the office in the morning. He 
was wild eyed and flourisheda revolver. 

“ Where is Johnson?’ he yelled. “I’m 
going to ‘get’ him today. Tell me where 
he is.”’ 

Johnson, who is vice president of the com- 
pany, had not reached the office. 

The stranger left with the threat that John- 
son would “ see his finish later.’’ 

At noon Miss Tuttle was alone in the office 
again. She had told her story to Charles A. 
Fisher, president of the concern, and he had 
warned Johnson to stay away, although he 
thought the intruder was insane and would 
not return again. However, as soon as Fish- 
er had gone to lunch the man appeared a 
second time. 

“I want you to tell me where Johnson is,”’ 
he demanded again. “I will‘ get * him yet.” 
He pulled out a revolver and struck Miss 
Tuttle with the weapon. She was rendered 
unconscious. She was quickly revived, how- 
ever, and hurried to her home, fearing a re- 
turn of the man. 

Johnson is alarmed by the attempts of the 
stranger to see him, and has secured two 
detectives, who are guarding him constantly. 
Last night at the New Southern hotel, where 
he is living, he said he was unable to ascribe 
a motive for the threatened attack, nor can 
he imagine the identity of the person who is 
evidently seeking his life. 


CAVE-IN BURIES FOUR BOYS; 
POLICEMAN SAVES THEM.

Four small boys, brothers, who had been 
playing in an excavation in front of 1551 West 
Sixty-seventh street, were almost suffocated 
Shortly after 6 o'clock last evening when the 
side of the pit cavedin.

MAY BE FINED $120,000. 


Judge Landis Practically Decides 
Case by Refusing to Take 
It from Talesmen. 


“We the jury find the defendants, the 
Chicago end Alton railway company and 
John N. Faithorn and Frederick A. Wann, 
guilty under the first eight counts of the in- 
dictment.” ‘ 

This verdict was returned by a jury in 
Judge Landis’ court yesterday afternoon 
after three hours’ deliberations. ° 

The first eight counts under the indictment 
charge the defendants with paying rebates 
to the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company, 
packers, of $1 a car on two shipments of 
dressed meat from Kansas City, in violation 
of the interstate commerce law and of the 
Elkins act. 


Will Be Sentenced Today. 


Sentence will be imposed by the court this 
morning. The offense is punishable by a fine, 
the maximum amount which ‘can be as 
sessed being $40,000 for each of the defend- 
ants, or a total of $120,000. 

The jury also found the defendants not 
guilty upon the ninth and tenth counts, 
charging them with having rebated passen~- 
ger fares to the same company to the extent 
of about $8,500, having been instructed to 
find such a verdict upon the theory that the 
indictment as to these counts was not prop- 
erly drawn. To this view of the law, Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrison, who has conducted 
the case for the government, acquiesced, ad- 
mitting the faultiness of the indictment-in 
this matter, while explaining that it had not 
been drawn in his office. 

While Judge Landis. clearly expressed his 
opinion that the repayment of $1 a car by the 
Alton road to the packing company was a 
rebate, citing a United States Supreme court 
decision as his authority, nevertheless he did 
not oblige the government by instructing the 
jury to bring in a verdict of guilty, as At- 
torney Morrison requested him to do, but In 
his instructions left it for them to decide as 
to the guilt or innocence. The opinion of 
Judge Landis was given in overruling a mo- 
tion of the railroad attorneys, John Barton 
Payne and Ralph M. Shaw, to take the case 
from the jury and instruct them to bring ina 
verdict of not guilty. 

Jury Withdraws to Deliberate. 


Ty view of thie expressed opinion of the 
court, there was a general expectancy on 
both sides that the jury would return in a 
few moments bringing a verdict of guilty. 
In fact, neither Judge Landis nor the attor- 
neys believed that the jury would desire to 
leave the box, but upon being asked by the 
court what their wish was, one man at least 
showed a preference to retire to discuss the 
verdict, and the jury wasled out. Then there 
came a wait of over half an hour, when the 
jury sent back word that it would like to 
have the court’s written opinion. Then fol- 
lowed another interval, and again the jury 
sought further light upon the case, this time 
being to have read again’ the court's instruc- 
tions. 

The fact that the jury had taken the mat- 
ter into its own hands and was considering 
seriously a matter which was intended to be 
a mere formality, caused considerable mirth 
among the lawyers, and even with Judge 
Landis himself. It being the practice in-the 
federal courts for the court to_apply the law 
to the evidence and to allow the jury to find 
its verdict om the facts, taking the court's 
instfuctions on the application of the law 
only, after the Jury had been out some time 
the faflroad attorneys and the two defend- 
ants, Faithorn and.Wann,; began to have 
hopes that after all:the jury would return 
a verdict of not guilty. 

As the time went on. théir hopes went higher 
and higher, and, after the jury had been taken 
to lunch and had returned to continue their 
debate, the rumor spread through the court- 
room that they would fail to agree. Just 
as every one connected with the case was 
getting extremely né@fvous, the bailiff an- 
nounced that a verdict had been reached, 
which was as has been stated above. 


What the Court Held. 

In overruling the motion to take the case 
from the jury Judge Landis said: 

“ The indictment charges that the payment 
of this money to the packing company isa 
rebate. The defendants contend that it is a 
legitimate payment to Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger for the use of that company’s private 
track connecting their shipping dock with 
the Belt line. The interstate commerce law 
requires carriers to publish schedules of rates 
and charges for the transportation of 
passengers and property. The law also 
requires that the schedules shall state 
separately the terminal charges and any rule 
or regulation which in any wise change, af- 
fect, or determine the aggregate of such 
rates and charges... The Elkins law forbids 
the carrier to offer or give any rebate or con- 
cession or discrimination In respect to the 
transportation of property, whereby such 
property shall be by any device transported 
at a less rate than that named in the pub- 
lished tariffs. 


Real Rate Net Cost of Carrying. 

“ By the word ‘rate’ is not meant merely 
a figure or figures printed on a schedule filed 
with the interstate commerce commission 
and exhibited on the walis of the railway 
station. The real rate is the net cost to the 
shipper for the transportation of his prop- 
erty, the net amount the carrier recetves 
from the shipper and retains. 

‘‘In my opinion, when the Alton company 
published a specific rate for transportation 
of packing house products from Kansas City 
to eastern points, and collected the rate 
from the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger com- 
pany, and then paid back part of the rate to 
the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company, the 
Alton gave the packing company a rebate, 
by means of which device the packing com- 
pany’s product was transported at a less 
rate than that named in the published tariff.’’

“APOSTLE” ACCUSES AND THREAT- 
ENS ATTORNEY NEWMAN. 


Double Dealing in Lace Works Liti- 
gation Charged by Deposed Zion 
City *‘Prophet’”” When He Resumes 
Witness Stand—Will Exeented in 
April Is Introduced—In It He Dis- 
owns Wife and Son Gladstone, 
Making’ Bryant His Saccessor. . 


A clash between John Alexander Dowte and 
Attorney Jacob Newman, counsel for the 
Voliva interests, enlivened the proceedings 
during the hearing of Zion City cases before 
Judge Landis yesterday afternoon.

But Tin- 
dulge in the sincere hope that the day will 
come when their true characters will be re- 
vealed, they having deliberately conspired 
with Voliva to bring about my death. 

‘“T hereby nominate and appoint my es- 
teemed friend, Daniel Bryant, and my es- 
teemed friend, John A. Lewis, executors of 
my last will and testament.”

Terre Haute, Ind, July 6.—[Special.]}— 
Mayor Edwin Bidaman tonight “ laid down ”’ 
on his declaration that he would hold his 
office even if a dual city government were 
formed, andCity Controller Buckingham has 
become acting mayor. 

Judge W. D. Robinson:of the State Appel- 
late court, sitting as a special judge in the 
Circuit court, late this afternoon dissolved 
the order Bidaman had obtained to restrain 
Buckingham from assuming to act as acting 
mayor. 


Holds Council’s Action Legal. 


Judge Robinson held that the action of the 
city council in impeaching Mayor Bidaman 
was legal and that Bidaman had no claim 
on the office. The petition for the restrain- 
ing order was based on the assertion that 
Mr. Bidaman was being deprived of office 
without due process of law. 

Bidaman had stated that if the order were 
dissolved he would force Buckingham to 
start quo warranto proceedings or there 
would be a dual government, but he con- 
cluded to step down and out and bring the 
proceedings himself to test*the validity of 
the council's action. 


Chief of Police Resigns. 


George Lints, the Bidaman chief of police, 
has resigned, and Acting Mayor Buckingham 
has called for the resignations of the Bida- 
man board of safety. He has named IL. G. 
Reading, president of the Manufacturers’ 
club, as president of the new board, and 
Otto Hornung, merchant, and Dr. L. P. Luck- 
ettas the other members. They are meeting 
tonight to reorganize the police department 
and decide on thelr policy as to law enforce- 
ment.

Critics Raise Howl of: Protest. 

Before putting the play on at all Arnold 
Daly deciared its future production would 
depend on the opinion of the public as re- 
fiected by the dramatic critics ofithe news- 
p2pers. Without exception the critics fell 
upon the play and flayed it unmercifully on 
the ground of indecency. 

“Mrs. Warren’s Profession ’’ was discov- 
ered to be little more than the dramatiza- 
tion of a phase of the social evil, with much 
socialistic discussion of the right of women 
to labor and be paid living wages. Mrs. War- 
ren. a woman born ofthe slums, has pre- 
ferre@ affluence as the manager of a syn- 
dicaté operating “‘private hotels” from 
Brussels to Budapest, to poisoning, paral- 
ysis, and death ag an‘ operative in a white 
lead factory, and when her daughter, e«cu- 
cated in innocence, arrives at an age to ask 
leading questions, she defends her “ profes- 
sion’’ with arguments which might have 
been, and perhaps were, derived from the 
socialistic and materialistic Herr Bebe! 


Some of Play’s Worst Features. 

Incidentally, the girl has fallen in love with 
one Frank Gardner, the worthless son of a 
beneficed clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, and is entreated in marriage by her 
mother’s business partner, a played out roué 
of a baronet, who, it seems, enjoys eminent 
social respectability. It transpires that the 
lovers are half brother and sister, and so can- 
not marry—a fact which, as it seems, causes 
little perturbation to anybody on any score. 

And the daughter in the moment in which 
she learns the truth as to her mother’s life, 
is so little revolted that she discusses the case 
coldly, and in the end justifies the mother. 

“Were you not ashamed, mother?” the 
daughter asks, 

*Tt’s only good manners, 
be ashamed,” is the reply, 

In the end the daughter declines to con- 
tinue an association with her mother in.spite 
of a pecuniary consideration, and Mrs. War- 
ren vows to pursue her evil career forever. 

Two speeches reveal the whole tenor of the 
piece The daughter asks: ‘“ Mother, sup- 
pose we were both as poor as you were in 
those wretched old days. Are you sure that 
you would not advise me to try the Waterloo 
bar, or marry a iaborer, or even go into the 
factory?’ 

Mrs. .Warren. indignantly replies: “ of 
eourse not. What kind of a mother do you 
take me for? How could you keep your 
self-respect in such starvation and slavery? 
And what’s a woman worth? What's life 
worth without self-respect? 

“The only way for a woman to provide for 
herself decently is to be good to some man 
that ¢an afford to be good to her.” 

In the last act, when Mrs, Warren is tak- 
ing leave of her daughter forever, she says: 

“ Brom this time forth, so help me heaven, 
in my last hour! I'll do wrong and nothing 
but wrong, and I'll prosper by ier’

LETTERS READ AND WITNESSES 
HEARD IN COURTS. 


One Woman Tries te Make Husband 
Jealous and Thus Win Him Away 
from Chorus Girlse—Another Wife 


Has Documents Accusing Spouse of 
Double Treachery — Billet etsen! 
Written as a False Lure Results in 
Dismissal of Suit. 


Inharmonious homes were a subject for 
judicial consideration yesterday in the local 
courts. Some of the exhibits were tender 
letters written to the wrong person and one 
bit of evidence in a cage illuminated a wom- 
an's efforts to make her husband jealous 
in order to win him away from chorus girls. 

Mrs. May E. Case is the woman who tried, 
with disastrous results, to make her hus- 
band jealous. Some weeks ago she filed suit 
against Richard W. Sears, president of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., for $25,000 for alienation of 
her husband's affections. Yesterday she was 
granted a divorce from her husband, Frank 
A. Case, by Judge Pinckney jin the Circuit 
court. Case is a department manager for the 
mail order house. By the decree he gives his 
wife $4,000 alimony. 

Mrs. Case told of a beating she suffered at 
her husband’s hands while at Mount Clem- 
ens, Mich. 

Makes Him Too Jealous. 

“I was in Mount Clemens taking the 
baths,’ said Mrs. Case. “I was without a 
cent of ‘money, and I heard»my husband in 
Chicago was staying at the Sherman house 
and running around with chorus girls. I 
heard he had borrowed $200 on his life insur- 
ance to entertain them. I thought the only 
way to get him to come to Mount Clemens 
wags to make him jealous, so I arranged with 
his mother that I was to write her a letter 
telling her what a good time I was having 
with a certain man we used to Know, and 
that she was to forward the letter to him. 


“ He came to Mount Clemens, but when he 
got there he pounded me good. He broke my 
nose and blackened my eyes and struck me 
so hard that I had to have a doctor for six 
weeks to treat me for dizzy spells.”’ 

Mrs. Case said her husband staid in Mount 
Clemens justoneday. ‘‘ He was in jail under 
arrest all that day,’’ she said.

Letters addressed to “* Darling,’’ and signed 
‘Your Pet,” were presented to the Circuit 
court in a divorce bill filed by Mrs. Mary 
Alborn against Hilton R. Alborn. Bertha 
Brown {s named as the co-respondent. Ac- 
cording to the bill, Alborn was formerly 
president of the Aurora Mercantile com- 
He and Mrs. Alborn lived at 18 Seeley 
avenue, when Miss Brown is declared to 
have won his affections. 

The first letter Is addressed “ My Darling 
Hilton,” and reads in part: 

‘* How I wish you were here for the Mardi

over since I left home, so remember what 
I have just written, and keep repeating the 
little prayer. It always, dear, has been 
known to bring success, if repeated, beloved.

Pittsburg; Pa., July 6.—{Special.]—Augus- 
tus Hartje; millionaire paper manufacturer, 
who is suing for divorce from his beautiful 
wife, and his attorneys today defied the dis- 
trict attorney and all his forces. 

Hartje and John L. Weilshons, who, with 
Hartje’s former negro coachman, Clifford 
Hooe, are eharged with conspiracy to de- 
fame Mrs. Hartje, today went before Ald. 
Festus King and demanded to see the in- 
formation, have the warrants served, and 
the date of the hearing fixed. They gave 
$8,000 bail each. The hearing was set fora 
week from tomorrow. The information, 
which is sworn to by Robert J. Robinson, a 
county detective, was filed three months 
ago, but kept secret till yesterday. 

‘ Now that these informations have been 
made they will have to push them toa final 
conclusion,” said J. Seott Ferguson, attor- 
ney for Hartje, today. 

‘We court the fullest publicity concern 
ing our actions, and expect to make the ac- 
tions of others as public as possible before 


we have finished.” 


Hartje May Tell All. 

Hartje said that some day, after all this 
is ended, he would be glad to make his posi- 
tion plain. His conscience is clear, he said, 
and that is sufficient for him. 

John R. Robb, assistant district attorney, 
announced today that more sults charging 
conspiracy will be instituted in connection 
with the Hartje case. He said at least twe 
citizens of Allegheny county will be among 
those named in the information. These in- 
formations will not be-filed until after the 
divorce case is ended, or at least until after 
the negro, Clifford Hooe, is tried on a charge 


of perjury. 
“The informations charging conspiracy 


were sworn to,” sald Robb, ” with a view to | 
preventing Hooe from getting out of the ju- 


risdiction of the court. Had there been an at- 
tempt to get Hooe out on pall, which was 
reduced from $10,000 to $5,000, we would have 
served the warrants at once to hold Hooe, 
but ag no such attempt was made we didn’t 
deem it necessary to serve the warrants.”

formations were based, He belleved Hooe 
was going to plead guilty. 

Witnesses will be called to show how Hartje 
secured the Madine letters.

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DROWNING UP PORTKQUIRY 


Assistant Life Saving Inspector, 
Lieut. Quinan of Revenue Cutter 
Service, to Direct the Proceedings 
—Only Two of the Five Bodies of 
Naval Reserve Men Recovered from 
the Lake Thus Far—Victims of Ae- 
client All Unable to Swim. " 


Officials of the federal government wil! be- 
gin this morning an inquiry into circum- 
stances connected with the drowning of the 
five naval reserve men who lost their lives 
late Thureday night. Lieut. J. H. Quinan of 
the revenue cutter service, assistant inspec- 
tor Of Hfe saving stations on the great lakes, 
will head this court of inquiry. 

The examination will be held at the life 
saving station at the harbor entrance at 9 
o'clock, where Capt. Garland of the lifé sav- 
ing crew, Coxswain Thomas Coffey, in com- 
mand of the boat from which the men were 
lost; Yeoman Spencer Clark, and persons who 
heard the shouts of the drowning men wil! be 
questioned. 

One part of Lieut. Quinan’s duties will be 
to, learn whether the life saving crew was 
slow in getting to the rescué, and if there was 
such delay, to fix the cause and the blame.

Several] 
relatives of the @rowned sailors stated that 
they considered it negligence that the men 
were not first taught to swim. 

“It ig not required by the state naval 
reserve, or even by the United States navy, 
that a recruit shall learn to swim. Therulee 
of both provide that the saflors shall learn 
to swim at ‘earliest convenience,’”’’ said 
Lidut. Cecil Page, who ordered the reserves 
to drill Thursday night. “ When I was a 
saflor aboard the battleship Oregon, fully 
100 members of the crew could not swim. I 
attribute this accident more to the fact that 
the men became panic stricken than to any 
squall] or to their inability to swim.”

“Seasonably quiet conditions have ap- 
peared in many commercial departments, the 
first week in July invariably bringing the 
minimum of activity in certain occupations, 
but the aggregate of idleness is probably at 
the lowest point ever touched at this season. 
Prospects for the coming season are bright- 
ened by the appearance of jobbers in the 
primary markets several weeks earlier than 
usual. Failures returns for the first half of 
1906 showed pronounced improvement in 
every department except one embracing oc- 
cupations chiefly of.a speculative nature, and 
the ratio of defaulted liabilities to solvent 
payments through the clearing houses during 
the last three months was only 78 cents to 
$1,000. Failures this. week were 183 in the 
United States, against 160 last year, and 12 
in Canada, against 21 last year."’

Grip Catches in Cable Vaylt. 

The Lincoln avenue train was rounding the 
curve into Center street when the grip, caught 
on a projection from the vault, and both the 
grip car and trailer were thrown violently 
over on the right side. The passengers were 
precipitated to the pavement, and five of 
those hurt were injured in this way, including 
Stasel, whose condition is critical. 

This accident, itds believed by the street car 
men, broke a strand in the Wells street cable 
which whirled around through the power 
house and caught in the grip of a south bound 
car in charge of Gripman P. H. Tierney and 
Conductor John MeCuley. It was three min- 
uies after the first accident that Tierney at- 
tempted to loosen his grip, and when he was 
still several blocks from Center street. The 
cable seemed to lodge itself the tighter, and 
with all the speed of the ropeythe car bore 
down-on the upturned one at Center street. 
Passengers, realizing that something was 
wrong, bewan leaping from the car, and in 
this way several others were injured. 


Remembers Only Iroquois Fire. 

Miss Kasper, who was sitting on the grip 
car, was in the gallery at the Iroquois the- 
ater fire, barely escaping with her life, and 
in the proximity of danger again her mind 
reverted to that catastrophe. Persons on 
the street who saw the accident said she 
sat bolt upright in her seat and at the top 
of her woice cried.‘ Fire, Fire!” When the 
crash came she was thrown almost over the 
Lincoln avenue ear. When picked up she 
was unconscious and remained in that ton- 
dition for several hours. During this period 
she was delirious and talked of fire and a 
sister, Pearl. 3 ; 

‘Tt knoéw she'll get out,’’ she fepeated over 
and over again. The young woman’s father 
said both of Kis daughters wer® in the Iro- 
quois fire, and although both escaped they 
were separated for a time and each thought 
the other dead. 

The wreck tied up all the North Clark 
street cable lines for over an hour, and the 
broken cable had not been repaired until 
late at night. It was necessary during this 
interim to use horses in pulling the cars from 
Wisconsin street to Center. 

Several days ago an accident similar in 
many respects to the one yesterday occurred 
at Wisconsin street, where the Wells street 
cars leave North Clark street. At that time, 
however, no one was injured.

NBED A DEEP WATERWAY. 


DIRECTORS OF COMMERCIAL ASSO- 
CIATION URGE PROJECT. 


Hear Report of Committee That Hasa 
Been Investigating Possibilities 
and Decide to Continue Inquiry— 
Their Pian to Turn Drainage Chan- 
nel Over to Government if Latter 
Will Complete Work to St. Louis— 
All Found to Be Perfectly Feasible. 


The directors of the Chicago Commercial 
association at a meeting at the Grand Pacific 
hotel yesterday approved the proposed deep 
waterway to the Mississippi and the gulf, 
and decided thet the drainage canal ought to 
be turned over to the government if it will 
complete the work’to St. Louis. 

E. 8. Conway, chairman of the deep water- 
way committee, made a general report to the 
meeting. The report recites facts and condi- 
tions as ascertained in a personal investiga- 
tidn covering three months, and holds that 
when the advantages to be secured to com- 
merce by the all water route are fully under- 
stood there will be a popular demand for its 
construction. 

The report declares the ordject to be per- 
fectly feasible. The directors accepted the 
report and voted to continue the committee 
in its ‘work. 

The report sets forth that from Lockport 
to St. Louis the declivity is 171 feet. The 
minimum depth of water varies from four- 
teen to twenty-two feet, and the estimated 
cost would. be $27,000,000, not including the 
$3,000,000 that the Sanitary district is to 
expend between Lockport and Lake Joliet. 
The trustees propose to turn over to the 
United States government the canal that 
has cost over $50,0000,000 and Involving a 
further expense of $5,000,000 if the govern- 
ment will complete the canal to St. Louis. 
And the report strongly urges that it be 
accepted by the government. 

The report concludes with the statement 
that waterways have bullt the great cities 
of the world and created business that has 
made the railroads profitable. 

The report Is signed by E. 8. Conway, A. C, 
Bartlett, Walter H. Wilson, H. C. Barlow, 
secretary, and George E. Plumbe, the com- 


piler of the report.

REVIVE NEW MARKET TALK 


RAILROADS BACK OF §gECOND 
“SOUTH WATER STREET.” 


Activity of Real Estate in Archer 
Avenwe and State Street Causes a 
Renewal of Story That Producé 
District Will Be Located in’ That 
Vieinity — Regard the Establish- 
ment of Big Cold Storage Piant 
There as Probable, 


The report is again revived that the es- 
tablishment of a new produce commission 
district is the real purpose behind the recent 
real estate activity in the South State street 
and Archer avenue district. 

The report is to the effect that the recently 
organized American Farm Products com- 
pany is the instrument for carrying the plans 
into operation and that it is in reality the 
creation of the railroads, which are the mov- 
ing powers behind the proposition. 

Roads in Secret Move. 

It is said that in order to keep Chicago 
property owners in the dark the roads se- 
lected the banking house of Lee, Higginson 
& Co. of Boston to finance the project, and 
that this firm arranged the formation of the 
American Farm Products company. It is 
reported further that the company will issue 
securities to the amount of $40,000,000, of 
which amount $20,000,000 will represent the 
real estate investment. 

Real estate men generally discredit the re- 
port that any serious attempt is likely to be 
made to move the South Water street busi- 
ness into this new: district, on the ground 
that it is impracticable. It is thought more 
likely the project may contemplate the es- 
tablishment of big wholesale cold storage 
and other space for the handling of California 
fruits and produce generally on a huge seale. 

Wabash Avenue Property Leased. 

The long term lease of the Howard estate 
property, at the northeast corner of Wabash 
avenue and Fourteenth street, 71x171 feet, 
to the Manufacturers’ Furniture exchange 
was filed for record yesterday. A rent of 
$6,000 for five years, $7,000 for the next five, 
and $8,000 for the next ten is provided for, 
while for the remainder of the term it ig to 
be 4 per cent on a revaluation at the end of 
twenty years, but is not to be less than $8,000. 
The Bowes Investment company negotiated 
the lease.

STRANGE ROMANCE BY 
J. 8. OF DALE.” 


How Austin Pinckne 

y Is Finally 
Reminded of His Duty to His 
Wife, Even Though She Is 
Wayward. 


Stimson (J. S. of Dale), is a story of 
what a number of New York people 
did in the way of amusement, damna- 
tion, consolation, and regeneration. 
It bas a hero who is at once admirable and 
fascinating—a not very usual combination. 
The-hero’s name is Austin Pinckney. 

Pinckney is a well born, rather brilliant 
young fellow, who believes that he loves 
Dorothy Somers. He is so obsessed with this 
idea that when he hears that Miss Somers 
is €¢mgaged to be married to Gansevoort, the 
richest young man in New York, he rushes 
up to see her, forgets himself so far as to 
kiss her on her handsome mouth, and then 
marries her out of hand. 

New York is diverted and not at all scandal- 
ized. Miss Somers, who is handsome enough 
to marry anybody, has run away with a 
good, moderately poor, aristocratic young 
man, been married under the attendance of 
Maj. Brandon, a romantic old clubman of 
irreproachable antecedents; and every one 
is charmed. Only happiness is predicted. 
Pinckney’ accepts a professorship some- 
where, and the two goaway together and are 
glad they are alive. Then a baby comes to 
them and soon dies. Dorothy incites Pinck- 
ney to ambitious efforts. He resumes his 
study of the law, is admitted to the bar, en- 
ters a good firm, and soon makes his mark. 
She resumes her place in society, is a much 
greater success than ever she was before, 
and begins to regret that she did not marry 
the Gansevoort millions. She has flirtations, 
frequents house parties where bridge and 
lovemaking between the wrong persons are 
the divertisements, and makes her husband 


unhappy. 


He finds himself mocked by the visions of 
his youth—the dreams he once entertained 
of a disinterested life. And he meets Mary 
Ravenel, a Virginian, who has come to the 
city to win her way. She works for a living, 
but she has such an inheritance as proud, 
leisurely, and cultivated ancestors can give 
her. A part of her tithe she.spends with her 
grandmother on her beautiful decaying old 
place in Virginia, near which is a codpera- 
tive watch factory conducted under the 
patronage of the Ravenels. To keep this 
factory free from the watch trust autocracy 
is what she desires above al] things to do. 
Her life in the country is associated with that 
of the operatives. In the city she is inter- 
ested in séttlement work. Her friends are 
chiefly among the poor, though, because of 
her beauty and charm, she is singularly wel- 
come in the homes of the rich. She takes 
hold upon thespiritual imagination of Pinck- 
ney, and presently he, who started life with 
the highest code of honor and chivalry, finds 
himself truly and profoundly in love for the 
first time, and with a woman who is not his 


wife. 


Dorothy, meantime, has extended her ex- 
cursions into the realzn of the Hedonistic 
world. i She permits Gansevoort to make 
love to her. She is on the point of running 
away with him when Pinckney overhears a 
conversation between the two and promptly 
knocks Gansevoort down his own marble 
stairs. 

Dorothy and her young son—for by this 
time she has, to her own considerable an- 
noyance, another child—are sent to Europe. 
Pinckney enters upon the solitary fight of his 
own battles. He sees Mary Ravenel seldom, 
but when they do meet their sympathy with 
each other is profound. [t is with difficulty 
that they are able to resist the temptation to 
go away with each other. Finally Miss 
Ravenel goes to Europe and dies there. 

Pinckney has, however, undergone regen- 
eration at her hands, and during a long and 
solitary period he readjusts himseif to life. 
Much of his happiness comes from his service 
for others, and through this service he comes 
at length to an understanding of his re- 
sponsibility toward his wife. That he is in 
care of her soul by the promises he made at 
the altar comes to him as an abiding con- 
viction. 

His love for her, never entirely dead, is 
tranefigured. He begins to love her soul; 
to appreciate that he had until then withheld 
that form of love, and that he has his share 
of responsibility for her selfish life. She, too, 
has been taught by sorrow, and the two meet 
in Europe to take up life together with new 
motives and ideas. p 

The story moves along swiftly and bril- 
Hantly. Mr. Stimpson has good power of de- 
lMneation, and knows how to give the right 
effect to fashionable groups. His little Mary 
Ravenel is not quite so convincing as is his 
harder and more dashing Dorothy, but she is 
sweet, if vague. 

The men in the story are effective, and 
the hero is really a tre mendously fine fellow. 
A certain glancing, illusive style renders the 
tale a bit obscure here and thera

James A. B. Scherer, president of Newberry 
college, and well known through his enter- 
taining volumes of Japan, has writtena book 
of essays entitled, ‘‘ THE HOLY GRAIL. 
The first of these essays, which is also the 
titular one, was delivered before the medical 
College of South Carolina, presumably to the 
graduating class; another essay, “‘ .aberty 
and Law,” was given before the Southern 
Educational association at Jacksonville, 
Fia., and all of them appear to have been pre- 
pared for instruction and ethical training. 
The tone of them is high. They are religious, 
and, in a sense, fatherly, as if the writer were 
keenly conseious of his literary responsibility 
and wished to spread a message of beauty 
and goodness§ The essays on Timrod and 
Lanier, while lacking in originality, are, 
nevertheless, pleasing and appreciative. 
Prof. Scherer makes @ mistake, however, in 
calling such frequent attention to the south- 
erness of the poets of whom he writes. They 
are southern in spirit as in reality; the south 
loves them, and may love them yet better 
without loving them enough; but the em- 
phasis is nevertheless. provincial. Why 
should the south be forever making herself 
provincial? When Longfellow is written of, 
or Lowell, or Holmes, or any other northern 
poet, no emphasis is laid upon his north- 
erness. He is a poet. Let that suffice.

The pictures which Saltus puts on his can- 
vas are examples of the most luxurious real- 
ism—pictures such as Flaubert or Gautier 
might have drawn. It is evident that he has 
studied the time with the artist’s intensity, 
that he has reproduced it with his intellect, 
his instincts, his most artistic apperception. 
The pages are marred by slighting references 
to women, and knowing, epigrammatic opin- 
ions concerning them—the utterances of a 
cheaper Rochefoucaul. Such insults to one- 
half of the human world may be permitted tn 
some precocious, sullen, erotic adolescent, 
but they should not’be a part of the literary 
equipment of one who aspires to be regarded 
as aman of letters; nor are they becoming 
in an American.

“THE GIRL FROM TIM’S PLACE,’ by 
Charles Clark Munn (Lothrop Publishing 
company), is a romantic tale, impossible, 
with a woodland background, and a whiff of 
woodland freshness. In the mountains of the 
southern backwoods was a crude way sta- 
tion, so to speak, at which a young girl, Chip 
McGuire, worked. Hers was incessant toil, 
the people were rough, and sometimes brutal, 
but it passed with her for life until she over- 
heard her father selling her to a halfbreed 
Indian. In fear she runs away, and in a few 
days finds herself among some people camp- 
ing. They receive her kindly, and, after hear- 
ing her story, she is fed and clad, received 
into their midst, and given a schooling. But 
while the party sojourned in the woods she 
and a young boy had become the best of 
frien@s. When grown they are forcibly sep- 
arated, only to meetin later years with their 
affections uncooled, and the promise of a 


happy life before them. 


T has remained for an English woman, 
Mrs. Alec. Tweedie, to write the author- 
ized life of Porfirio Diag; the president 
and “maker of modern Mexico.”” The 
book, a stout folio volume of over 400 

pages, filed with maps and iMustrations, will 
be published by the John Lane company dur- 
ing the present month. 

“It may seem strange,” says Mrs. Tweedie 
in herintroduction, “ that I, an English wom- 
an, should write the life of the president of 
Mexico."’ Those who know Mrs. Tweedie will 
not think it at all strange, for she 1s a prolific 
writer and ubiquitous traveler. In 1890, look- 
ing over the map for new worlds to conquer, 
Mrs. Tweedie’s eye fell upon Mexico, which 
seemed to offer all she wanted—“ history, 
romance, picturesqueness, beauty.’’ Armed 
with introductions, she spent “ six delightful 
months” in that country. She journeyed 
from east to west, and when journeys into 
wild parts might prove dangerous, Gen..Diaz 
kindly gave her an escort of soldiers—“ usual- 
ly supplemented by officials, members of the 
senate, engineers, and friends who seized 
such an opportunity. to explore the country.” 
On one occasion a party of forty solders. 
twenty-two gentlemen (apparently the sol- 
diers were not gentlemen), and Mrs. Tweedie 
rode for ten consecutive days through the 
mountains. The result of this tour was a 
book, ‘‘ Mexico as I Saw It.” As Mrs. 
Tweedie saw it through rose colored spec- 
tacles President Diaz was immensely pleased, 
and wheneshe wrote to him for the privilege 
of being his authorized biographer he re- 
plied that+he had no hesitation in placing 
in her hands documentary facts relating to 
the progress of the country, and also those 
which appertained to himself, which he 
thought might be made public through the 
medium of her “ intelligent and facile pen.” 

By the hour, day after day, @uring her visit, 
the president, Mme. Diaz, and Mrs. Tweedie 
talked. When the latter could not trust her- 
self to follow technical matters in Spanish, 
Mme. Diaz translated glibly, and “ this three 
cornered conversation went on with ease.” 
“ There we sat,”’ she writes, “we three, he 
& great ruler, the maker of a nation, just a 
fine, strong, handsome man, short of stature, 
broad of build, with his warm, clear, healthy 
skin, his short cut white hair, and deep, dark, 
penetrating eyes. Just a simple, honest, 
kindly, homely man in a black cutaway coat, 
a pair of gray trousers, and white silk tie.’ 

President Diaz is now 76 years old, and 
when Mrs. Tweedie saw him in 1004, at the 
age of,74, she thought he looked even younger 
than he did when she saw him in 1900, at the 
age of 70. His position is “* absolutely unique 
in the world’s history, for, although presi- 
dent of a republic, he has reigned over a 
quarterofacentury. His will is all powerful, 
as great, in fact, as that of the czar and pope 
combined. He is a monarthical, yet a demo- 
cratic ruler. He controls millions of people 
with a hand of iron; still they love him.” This 
is a broad assertion on the part of’ Mrs. 
Tweedie. Some do love him—there is no 
doubt of that—but there are others who do 
not. But they all respect him and fear him. 
He waiks or rides unattended in the quieter 
parts of Mexico City, where only a few years 
ago no ordinary individual dared g° alone, 
and few went about unarmed. 

Mrs. Tweedie thinks it is much easler to 
see President Diaz than to see President 
Roosevelt. She saw President Roosevelt 
shortly after her visit to Mexico. She found 
& great contrast between the two presidents: 

“ Diag—calm, quiet, reserved, strong, de- 
termined, thoughtful, and far seeing. 

“ Roose velt—impetuous, enthusiastic, out- 
spoken, fearless, hasty in action and hurried 
in forming opinions. 

“ Both remarkable men, very remarkable 
men, and both utterly dissimilar in character 
asin physiognomy. Each admiring the other 
in a perfectly delightful way. 

He is a simple man in his tastes, rarely 
touches wine, which he gave up at a time 
when he used to suffer from headaches: and 
he never smokes nowadays, which for a 
Mexican is remarkable, as the men smoke 
cigarets everlastingly.
